FLUID  MILK    AND   CREAM  REPORT 
FOR  JULY  1951 

Fluid  milk  prices  at  producer  and  retail  levels  advanced  early  in  July  in  cus- 
tomary seasonal  fashion,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported  today.  Class 
I  prices  advanced  in  nineteen  markets,  about  one  in  every  six  reporting.  Retail 
■'  prices  rose  in  twelve  markets,  about  one  'in  every  nine-  reporting.    In  July  last  year, 
19  markets  rcportod  increases  at  retail  and  24  markets  reported  increases  in  pro- 
ducer prices.    One  market  (Akron,  Ohio)  reported  a  sharp  decline  in  retail 
prices. 

Retail  prices  for  standard  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  twenty-four  major  cities 
early  in  July  averaged  22  cents  per  quart.    This  average  is  two- tenths  cent  per 
quart  higher  than  in  June  and  is  2.6  cents  per  quart  higher  than  in  July  last  year. 
It  is  3.6  cents  per  quart  higher  than  the  1945-49  average  for  July.    Five  cities  in 
this  group— Boston,  Hartford,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Milwaukee— reported  higher 
retail  prices.    The  other  nineteen  cities  reported  no  change  in  retail  delivered 
prices.    The  increases  in  Boston,  Hartford  and  Philadelphia  were  •  one-half  cent  per 
quart,  and  in  New  York  City  and  Milwaukee  the  increases  were  one  ce nt" per  quart.  - 

The  milk  dealers'  average  "buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3,5  percent  butter- 

fat  content  in  more  than  100  cities  early  in  July  was. $5. 05  per  hundredweight.  This 

average  is  seven  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  in  June  and  it  is  66  cents  per 

hundredweight  higher  than  the  average  price  for  July  last  year.    The  average  Class 

I  price  early  in  July  in  four  of  the  nine  geographic  divisions  were  unchanged,  or 

substantially  so,  from  June  levels.    The  largest  increase  in  average  Class  I  prices 

among  the  regions  (20  cents  per  hundredweight)  occurred  in  the  East  North  Central 

division.    Increases  of  12  cents  and  10  cents  per  hundredweight  respectively  were 

reported  from  New  England  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  States.    The  average  Class  I  price 

increased  9  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  West  South  Central  division  and  6  cents

in  the  West  North  Central  division.    In  comparison  with  July  last  year,  the  Middle 
Atlantic  division  shows  the  largest  increase,.  91  cents  per  hundredweight,  and  the 
Mountain  division  the  smallest  increase,  40  cents  per  hundredweight, 

/Class  I  prices  rose  22  cents  per  hundredweight  on  July  »1  in  the  Boston,  Spring- 
field, Worcester,  Lowell-Lawrence,  and  Fall  River  markets  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Boston  formula.    Retail  prices  rose  one-half  cent  per  quart.    The  Class  I  price  in 
Area  I  in  Connecticut  (most  of  the  State)  reverted  to  $6,48  per  hundredweight  for 
3,7  percent  milk  on  July  1  under  the  provisions  of  a  suspension  order  issued  "by  the 
State  Milk  Administrator,    This  order  "untied"  Class  I  prices  in  Connecticut  from  a 
stipulated  relationship  to  the  Boston  Class  I,  price.    On  June  25,  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Rhode  Island  Milk  Control  Board  held  a  concurrent 
hearing  to  consider  a  proposed  Federal  Order  for  the  Providence,  Rhode  Island  mar- 
keting area.

In  the  Middle  Atlantic  area  the  Class  I  price  rose  38  cents  per  hundredweight 
on  July  1  and  retail  prices  rose  1  cent  per  quart  in  New  York  City  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Federal-State  Milk  Order  in  the  market.    The  Class  I  price  rose  3D  cents 
per  hundredweight  and  retail  prices  one-half  cent  per  quart  in  the  Philadelphia  mar- 
ket on  July  1,    'The  Federal  Order  and  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission  Class  I  prices 
are  now  identical  in  that  market.    In  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  the  Class  I  price 
rose  35  cents  per  hundredweight  and  the  retail  price  1  cent  per  quart  under  provision 
of  a  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission  Order,    Price  advances  at  producer  and  retail 
levels  slated  for  July  1  in  the  Pittsburgh,  Erie  and  Johnstown-Altoona  areas  were 
postponed  until  July  17  by  the  Commission.

In  the  East  North  Central  area,  Akron,  Ohio  reported  a  marked  reduction  of  two 
cents  per  quart  in  home-delivered  prices  and  deeper  cuts  in  store  prices.    The  pro-, 
ducer  price  for  July  milk  has  not  been  reported  as  yet.    Class  I  price  increases 
varying  from  43  cents  to  6&  cents  per  hundredweight  were  reported  from  six  differont 
markets  in  this  region.    In  Chicago,  the  Class  I 'price  rose  56  cents  per  hundred- 
weight.   No  increase  in  retail  prices  has  been  reported  as  yet  but  an  increase  is

Sales  of  Milk  and  Cream  and  Receipts 
from  Producers  in  Certain  Marketing  Areas  Under  Federal  Orders 

Combined  daily  average  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  21  marketing  areas  under 
Federal  orders  were  seven-tenths  of  one  percent  larger  during  May  than  in  April 
and  2  percent  larger  than  in  May  last  year.    Daily  average  sales  for  January 
through  May  1951  were  2.3  percent  larger  than  during  the  same  months  in  1950. 

Combined  daily  average  sales  in  the  8  markets  whose  data  do  not  include 
significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales  were  1.4  percent  larger  than  in  April 
and  1.1  percent  larger  than  in  May  last  year.    The  bulk  of  the  increase  in  sales 
from  last  year  occurred  in  New  York  City,  where  daily  sales  increased  2  percent. 
The  other  seven  markets  in  this  group  shoved  a    combined  sales  increase  of  only 
three-tenths  of  one  percent  above  May  last  year.    Changes  in  sales  in  individual 
markets  ranged  from  a  decline  'of  four-tenths  of  1  percent  in  Boston  to  an  increase 
of  5  percent  in  Fort  Wayne.'  .In  comparison  with  April  this  year,  the  seven  markets 
showed  a  combined  sales  increase. of  1  percent.    The  New  York  City  market  showed  an 
increase  of  2  percent.-  Declines  in  individual  markets  from  April  were  2  percent

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in  Kansas  City,  Omaha-Council  Bluffs,  and  St.  Louis.     Sales  increases  in  this  ■. 
group  from  April  to  May  ranged  from  1  percent  in  Fort  Wayne  to  3  percent  in  Boston 
and  Hew  Orleans.    For  the  January-April  period,  combined  daily  sales  in  the  8 
markets  were  nine-tenths  of  1  percent  larger  than  in  the  same  period  last  year. 

Combined  daily  average  sales  of  butt erf at  in  fluid  cream  during  May  in '20 
marketing  areas  (excluding  Boston)  were  9.5  percent  larger  than  in  April  but  1.6 
percent  smaller  than  in  May  a  year  earlier „    Daily  average  sales  during  January- 
May  were  3,2  percent  less  than  for  the  same  period  in  1950. 

Combined  daily  average  sales  in  the  group  of  7  markets  whose  data  do  not  in- 
clude significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales  were  16  percent  larger  than  in 
April  and  3.4  percent  larger  than  in  May  last  year.    Changes  in  sales  in  individual 
markets  from  April  ranged  through  a  decline  of  3  percent  in  New  Orleans  to  in- 
creases of  4  percent  in  Kansas  City  and  Omaha-Council  Bluffs  and  30  percent  in  St. 
Louis,  Mo,    Fort  Wayne  reported  no  change.    In  comparison  with  May  last  year  sales 
in  this  group  of  cities  showed  increases  of  11  percent  in  St„  Louis  and  6  percent 
in  New  York  City,    Declines  in  sales  ranged  from  two-tenths  of  1  percent  in  New 
Orleans  to  nearly  12  percent  in  Kansas  City,    During  the  January-May  period,  daily 
sales  for  this  group  of  markets  were  1,2  percent  smaller  than  in  the  same  period 
last  year. 

Combined  daily  average  sales  of  fluid  skim  milk  products  during  May  in  the  21  ' 
marketing  areas  were  9.7  percent  larger  than  in  April  and  9.6  percent  larger  than 
in  May  last  year.    The  January-May  daily  average  was  11  percent  larger  than  for  ' 
the  same  period  in  1950.    Combined  daily  sales  in  May  in  the  8  markets  whose  data 
do  not  include  significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales  increased  18  percent 
from  April  and  approximately  5  percent  from  May  last  year, 

During  May,  combined  daily  average  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  the  21 
marketing  areas  were  13  percent  greater  than  in  April  and  seven-tenths  of  1  percent 
greater  than  in  May  last  year,    Producer  deliveries  were  greater  in  May  than  in 
April,  in  all  markets.    Increases  in  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  above  April 
levels  ranged  from  1  percent  (New. Orleans ,  La.)  to  30  percent  (Cincinnati,  Ohio). 

In  comparison  with  May  last  year,  10  markets  reported  declines  in  receipts  from 
producers  ranging  from  1  percent .in  Boston  and  Chicago  to  28 .percent  in  Fort  Wayne. 
Louisville  and  Wichita  showed  no  change  in  receipts.    The  remaining  9  markets  show- 
ed increases  ranging  from  1  percent  in  New  York  to  12  percent  in  Columbus  and 
Nashville. 

The  combined  number  of  regularly  approved  producers  in  the  21  markets  was 
unchanged  from  April  but  declined  3.5  percent  from  May  last  year.    In  comparison 
with  May  last  year,  16  markets  reported  declines  ranging  from  1  percent  (Dayton, 
Ohio,  New  York  City,  and  Topeka,  Kans.)  to  34  percent  (Omaha-Council  Bluffs,  la.). 
The  remaining  5  markets  with  the  exception  of  Kansas  City  and  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
which  remained  unchanged,  reported  increases  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Columbus, 
Ohio  to  IS  percent  in  Nashville,  Term, 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  per  producer  in  the  21  markets  were  13  percent 
larger  in  May  than  in  April  and  5  percent  greater  than  in  May  1950.     In  comparison 
with  April,  all  markets  reported  increases  ranging  from  2  percent  in' New  Orleans, 
La,  to  29  percent  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,    Market  changes  in  comparison  with  May  last 
year  ranged  from  a  decline  of  6  percent  in  Topeka,  Kans.  to  an  increase  of  33 
percent  in  Omaha-Council  Bluffs,  la. 
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expected.    In  Milwaukee  the  Class  I  price  also  rose  56  cents  per  hundredweight  and 
retail  prices  advanced  1  cent  per  quart.    In  the  West  North  Central  area,  the 
St.  Louis,  Missouri  market  reported  an  increase  of  one-half  cent  per  quart  at  re- 
tail,   The  Class  I  price  is  not  known  as  yet  "but  is  expected  to  "be  higher  than  in 
June. 

In  the  South  Atlantic  area,  the  Wheeling,  West  Virginia  market  reported  an  in- 
crease of  one  cent  per  quart  at  retail  and  no  change  in  the  producer  price.  No. 
price  changes  were  reported  from  the  East  South  Central  area.    In  the  West  South 
Central  area,  the  Oklahoma  City  and  Tulsa  markets  reported  Class  I  advances. of  37 
cents  per  hundredweight  (3.5  percent  "basis).    Retail  price  changes,  if  any,  were  not 
reported.    In  the  Pacific  Coast  area,  the  Klamath  Falls,  Oregon  market  reported  an 
increase  of  15  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  producer . price  and  no  change  at  retail. 

Milk  production' on  United  States  farms  in- June  totaled  12.6  billion  pounds,  a 
trifle  above  last  year's  June  output  and  the  fourth  highest  production  for  the  month 
on  record.    The  timing  of  the  seasonal  peak  of  milk  production  iii  early  June  appears 
to  have  been  about  normal,  with  somewhat  early  peaks  in  Eastern  milksheds  offsetting 
slightly  delayed  seasonal  peaks  in  many  Midwestern  areas.    Good  pastures  in  the  more 
important  milk  producing  sections,  together  with  cool  June  temperatures  favored  a 
high  level  of  milk  production  per  cow.    Daily  milk  production  per  capita  in  June  was 
2.72  pounds,  the  smallest  for  June  in  more  than  20  years  of  record.    Milk  production 
in  the  first  half  of  the  year  totaled  61.9  billion  pounds,  about  throe-quarters  of  a 
billion  pounds  less  than  in  the  same  period  last  year.    For  the  first  half  of  1951, 
milk  production  was  equivalent  to  an  annual  rate  of  about  119.5  billion  pounds, 
Jxine  production  was  equivalent  to  an  annual  rate  of  about  119  billion  pounds.  Milk 
production  per  cow  on  July  1  in  herds  kept  by  crop  reporters  averaged  20.07  pounds 
per  day,, a  record  high  for  the  date. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  issued  a  Federal  Order  for  the 
Detroit,  Michigan  market.    The  Order  becomes  effective  as  to  classification  and  re- 
porting on  August  1  and  as  to  minimum  prices  to  producers  on  September  1.    The  Class 
I  price  will  be  $.1>35  per  hundredweight  above  the  highest  of  four  manufacturing  milk 
prices.    A  marketwide  pool  is  provided.    The  Department  has  also  approved  a  Federal 
Order  for  the  Cedar  Hapids,  Iowa,  area  and  has  recommended  an  Order  for  Western 
Mich  igan.

FLUiO  MILK    AND   CREAM  REPORT 


FOB  SEPTEMBER  1951 


Fluid  milk  prices  at  retail  and  producer  levels  increased  seasonally  in  late 


August  and  early  September,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported  today. 
Retail  prices  advanced  in  eleven  city  markets  or  about  one  in  every  ten  reporting. 
In  September  last  year,  one  in  every  six  markets  reporting  indicated  .higher  retail 
prices  than  in  the  preceding  month.    Producer  price  increases  were  reported  from 
12  markets,  about  one  in  every  ten  reporting,     In  September  last  year,  one  in 
every  si::  markets  reporting  indicated  higher  producer  prices,, 

Retail  prices  for  standard  grade  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  24-  major  cities 
early  in  September  averaged  2203  cents  per  quarto    This  average  is  one-tenth  of 
one  cent  per  quart  higher  than  in  August  and  2*2  cents  per  quart  higher  than  in 
September  last  year.    The  increase  in  this  average  price  from  September  last  year 
is  two-tenths  cent  per  quart  less  than  for  August  because  of  the  sharp  increases 
in  prices  of  fresh  milk  which  occurred  last  year  in  the  first  few  months  immedi- 
ately following  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  Korea, 

The  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3,>5  percent 
butterfat  content  in  more  than  100  cities  early  in  September  was  $5o20  per  hundred- 
weight,   This  average  is  7  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  in  August  and  58 
cents  higher  than  in  September  Last  year,    In  seven  of  the  geographic  divisions, 
the  milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  increased  from  August  levels  within  the 
range  from  4  to  17  cents  per  hundredweight,    The  other  two  divisions,  Nov;  England 
and  East  North  Central,,  reported  a  very  small  increase,.     The  largest  increase. 
17  cents  per  hundredweight,  occurred  in  the  Pacific  division  where  Class    I  prices 
increased  in  the  Washington  State  market s0    The  West  South  Central  and  West  North 
Central  divisions  reported  increases  of  16  and  15  cents  per  hundredweight  •  respec- 
tively.-.   Other  divisional  increases  were  8  cents  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States.

Kans0  and  17  cents  in  Dos  Moines,  Iaa    Neither  market  reported  any  change  in  retail 
prices.     Grand  Forks  and  Far go-Moor head,  N,  D0  both  reported  ono  cent  retail 
prico  increases  and  Class  I  increases  of  28  cents  and  35  cents  per  hundredweight . 
respectively. 

The  Miami,  Fla„  market  reported  an  increase  of  34  cents  per  hundredweight 
in  Class  I  prico  and  a  ono  cent  per  quart  increase  at  retail.

Combined  average  daily  sales  cf  fluid  whole  milk,  in  20  marketing  areas  under 
Federal  Orders,  during  July,  declined  5  percent  from  the  preceeding  month  hut  were 
1.1  percent  larger  than  in  July  last  year.    Average  daily  sales  for  January  through 
July  1951  were  1.9  percent  larger  than  in  the  same  period  of  1950. 

Combined  average  daily  sales  in  8  markets  whose  data  do  not  include  significant 
quantities  of  out-of-area  sales  were  6  percent  smaller  than  in  June  but  unchanged 
from  the  level  of  July  last  year.    Hew  York,  Boston,  New- Orleans,  and  Omaha-Council 
Bluffs  reported  practically  no  change  from  July  1950.    Ft.  Wayne  and  St.  Louis 
showed  gains  of  6  and  1  percent,  respectively,  while  the  other  two  markets  in  the 
group,  Philadelphia  and  Kansas  City,  reported  a  decline  of  2  percent.    Compared  with 
June  this  year,  all  of  the  8  markets  showed  a  decline  in  fluid  whole  milk  sales 
ranging  from  4  percent  to  11  percent.    For  the  January-July  period,  average  daily 
sales  in  the  8  markets  x^ere  five-tenths  of  1  percent  larger  than  in  the  comparable 
period  last  year.

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Combined  average  daily  sales  of  butterfat  in  fluid  cream  during  July  in  19 
marketing  areas  (excluding  Boston)    were  17.1  percent  smaller  than  in  June  and  8.2 
percent  smaller  than  in  July  1950.    Average  daily  sales  during  January-July  were 
3.7  percent  less  than  in  the  same  months  of  1950. 

Combined  average  daily  sales  in  7  markets  whose  data  do  not  include  significant 
quantities  of  out-of-area  sales  were  20,6  percent  smaller  than  in  June  and  7.3  per- 
cent less  than  in  July  1950.     Changes  from  June  ranged  downward  from  10  percent  in 
New  Orleans  to  as  much  as  34  percent  in  St,  Louis.    Hew  York  City,  x^hich  accounts 
for  about  70  percent  of  the  sales  of  butterfat  in  fluid  cream  in  the  7  markets, 
showed  a  decline  of  19  percent  from  the  previous  month.     In  comparison  with  July 
1950,  all  markets  in  the  group  reported  smaller  sales,  ranging  from  3  percent  in 
Philadelphia  to  17  percent  in  Kansas  City,  Mo,-Xans,    Average  daily  sales  for  these 
7  markets  through  July  this  year  were  1.8  percent  smaller  than  in  the  same  period  a 
year  ago. 

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  during  July  in  the  20  mar- 
keting areas  were  1.3  percent  greater  than  in  June  and  5.1  percent  greater  than  in 
July  1950,    The  January-July  average  daily  sales  were  8  percent  larger  than  for  the 
same  months  of  1950.    The  8  markets  whose  data  do  not  include  significant  quantities 
of  out-of-area  sales  reported  a  l,.l  percent  increase  from  June  but  a  4.4  percent  de- 
crease from  a  year  earlier. 

During  July,  combined  average  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  the  20 
marketing  areas  were  15 „3  percent  less  than  in  June  but  were  seven-tenths  of  one 
percent  more  than  in  July  1950 u     Declines  from  the  preceeding  month  were  reported 
from  18  of  the  markets,  with  Boston  showing  a  19  percent  dron  at  the  low  end  of  the 
range.    One  market,  Nashville,  Tenn,. ,  reported  no  change  from  June  while  New 
Orleans  showed  an  increase  of  4  percent.    Compared  with  July  last  year,  receipts 
were  down  in  ten  of  the  markets,  ranging  from  one  percent  in  Chicago  and  New  Or- 
leans to  15  percent  in  Omaha-Council  Bluff s*     The  remaining  markets,  exce-ot  Ft, 
Wayne  which  \^as  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier,  reported  increases  ranging  as  high 
as  15  percent  in  l'iinneapolis-?t „  Paul. 

The  combined  number  of  regulnrly  approved  producers  in  the  20  markets  was 
eight-tenths  of  one  percent  greater  than  in  June  but  3  percent  less  than  in  July 
1950.     Only  6  markets  reported  more  -oroducers  than  a  year  ago.  with  liinneapolis-St, 
Paul  and  Nashville  reporting  sharp  increases  of  17  and  15  percent,  resnecti vely. 
Of  the  14  markets  reporting  declines,  only  2  were  down  more  than  10  percent — St. 
Louis,  13  percent,  and  Omaha-Council  fluffs,  33  percent. 

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  ^er  producer  in  the  20  markets  were  16  percent 
smaller  in  July  than  in  June  but  4  percent  greater  than  in  July  1950,  Compared 
with  June,  only  New  Orleans  reported  an  increase,  6  percent,  while  the  other  19 
markets  reported  declines  ranging  from  2  percent  in  Nashville  to  23  percent  in 
Minneapoli s-St .  Paul,     Comoared  with  July  1950,  13  markets  reported  increases,  with 
a  24  percent  increase  in  Omaha-Council  Bluffs  at  the  high  end  of  the  range.     In  the 
remaining  markets,  decrer-ses  were  reported,  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Cincinnati 
and  Louisville,  to  15  percent  in  Topeka.

Milk  production  on  United  States  farms  during  August  totaled  10»7  "billion 
pounds  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  3oard»    This  was  about  one  percent  mora 
than  in  August  last  year  and  the  largest  for"  the  month  since  1946,    During  the 
January-August  period  milk  production  totaled  84,4  "billion  pounds,  almost  three- 
quarter  "billion  pounds  less  than  in  the  same  period  last  year.

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  20  marketing  areas  under 
Federal  Orders  during -August  increased  2.1. percent  from  the  preceding  month  and 
were  1,3  percent  larger  than  in  August  last  year.    Average  rdai'ly  sales  for  January 
through  August  1951  were  1*8  percent  larger  than  in  the  same  period  a  year  ago* 

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  8  markets  whose  data  do 
not  include  significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales  were  1.3  percent  larger 
than  in  July  but  unchanged  from  August  last  year,    This  is  the  second  consecutive 
month  during  which  daily  sales' of  whole  milk  in  this  group  of  markets  has  failed 
to  show  an  increase  over  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.     The  three  largest  markets

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  products  during  August  in  the  19 
marketing  areas  (excluding  New  York)  were  virtually  unchanged  from  July  but  were  •• 
7*3  percent  greater  than  in  August  1950.    The  January-August  average  daily  sales 
were  about  8  percent  larger  than  for  the  same. months  of  1950.    The  7  markets  whose 
data  do  not  include  significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales  reported  increases 
of  slightly  over  2  percent  from  levels  of  the  preceding  month  and  August  a  year 
earlier. 

During  August ,  combined. average  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in  the 
20  marketing  areas  were  9<>5  percent  smaller  than  in  July  but  3.3  percent  larger 
than  a  year  earlier.    Declines  from  the  preceding  month  v/ere  reported  from  all  of 
the  markets  except  Wichita  which  was  unchanged9    Only  2  of  the  19  markets  reported 
decreases  from  July  of  more  than  10  percent,  Cincinnati,  13  percent  and  Minneapolis- 
St,  Paul,  31  percent.

Average  daily  receipts  of  milk  per  producer  in  the  20  markets  were  8.3  percent 
smaller  than  in  July  but  7  percent  above  levels  of  last  August.    Compared  with 
July,  only  Wichita  reported  an  increase.,    Philadelphia  reported  no  change  and  the 
remaining  markets  reported  declines  ranging  from  2  percent  in  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Louis  to  13  percent  in  Cincinnati  and  Minneapolis- St.  Paul.    Compared  with  August 
1950,  decreases  were  reported  from  4  markets:     Cincinnati,  8  percent;  Topeka,  7 
percent;  and  5  percent  in  Louisville  and  Nashville,    Kansas  City  reported  no  change 
while  the  remaining  15  markets  were  showing  increases  ranging  from:  1  percent  in 
Columbus  to  25  percent  in  Omaha-Council  Blufft.  Nebraska-Iowa. 
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price  increases  of  1  cent  per  quart  were  reported  from  Cincinnati  and  Columbus* 
In  Milwaukee,  retail  prices  rose  one-half  cent  per  quart  and  the  Class  I  price 
declined  6  cents  per '  hundredweight.     St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in  the. West  North  Central  area, 
reported  an  increase  of  1-1-?;-'  cents  at  retail.     Class  I  prices  in  this  geographic 
division  were  apparently  unchanged  from  last  month. 

Class  I  price  increases  of  35  cents  per  hundredweight,  3»5  percent  basis,  and 
1  cent  at  retail  were  reported  from  the  Washington,  D,  C. ,  Alexandria-Arlington,  Va.

Louisville,  Ky» ,  Memphis  and  Nashville,  Tenn» ,  reported  retail  price  increases 
of  1  cent  per  quart.    A  negotiated  price  of  $5«75  for  Class  I  milk  of  4.0  percent 
test  effective  September  20  and  to  apply  through  February  1952  was  announced  in  the 
Nashville  market.    An  increase  of  45  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  I  price 
was  reported  from  Memphis.     The  Louisville  Class  I  price  is  expected  to  rise  due 
to  recent  approval  by  the  U,  S„  Department  of  Agriculture  of  an  emergency  increase 
of  44  cents  for  Class  I  milk,.

September  was  slightly 
above  1950  levels.    During  the  month,  output  totaled  9,464  million  pounds',  almost 
1  percent  more  thpn  last  September  and  the  second  largest  September  output  on 
record.    The  2.04  pounds  of  milk  produced  per  person  per  day  in  September  was  the 
lowest  per  capita  rate  for  September  since  1930.    Milk  production  in  the  January-

Retail  milk  price  increases  early  in  November  were  reported  from  20  city 
markets,  the  Bureau  of  Agri cult ural .Economics  reported  today.    About  one  in  every 
5-|  cities  reporting  indicated  higher  retail  prices  than  in  October e     In  November 
last  year,  16  cities,  or  about  one  in  every  seven  reporting,  showed  retail  prices 
higher  than  levels  of  the  preceding  month.    Producer  price  increases  were  reported 
from  11  markets,  about  one  in  every  ten  reporting.     Some  additional  producer  price 
increases  are  expected  from  markets  whose  ITovember  Class  I  prices  are  not  as  yet 
determined.    In  ITovember  last  year  16  markets  reported  higher  Class  I  prices  than 
in  October* 

Retail  prices  for  standard  grade  milk  delivered  to'  homes  in  25  major  cities 
early  in  November  averaged  22.6  cents  per  quart.    This  average  is  two-tenths  of 
one-  cent  per  quart  higher  than  in  October  and  1,8  cents  higher  than  in  ITovember 
1950o    It  is  304  cents  per  quart  or  almost  18  percent  higher  than  the  ITovember 
1945-49  average* 

Milk  dealers'  average  buying  price  for  Class  I  milk  of  3.5;percent  butterfat. 
in  more  than  100  cities  early  in  ITovember  was  $5S36  per  hundredweighte    This  aver- 
age is  '6  cents  per  hundredweight  higher  than  the  revised  October  price  and  52  cents 
higher  than  last  November.    It  also  is  the  highest  on  record  for  this  series;  the 
previous  high  of  $5,32  per  hundredweight  having  been  reached  in  September  1948. v. 
Increases  in  the  central  divisions  of  the  country  accounted  for  the  major  portion 
of  the  increase  from  October  in  the  U.  S.  milk  dealers'  average  buying  prices.  The 
ITew  England,  Middle  Atlantic,  South  Atlantic,  and  Pacific  divisions  reported  very 
small  increases.    Increases  from  October  for  the  other  divisions  were  as  follows: 
East  South  Central,  IS  cents  per  hundredweight;  West  North  Central  and  Mountain,  11 
cents;  East  North  Central,  9  cents;  and  West  South  Central,  8  cents.    All  geographic

Sales  of  Milk  and  Cream  and  Receipts  from  Producers  in  Certain 

Marketing  Areas  under  Federal  Orders,  September  1951, 
 with  Comparisons  .  

The  combined  average  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  20  marketing  areas 
operating  under  Federal  milk  marketing  orders  during  September  increased  6,1  per- 
cent from  the  preceding  month  and  2.6  percent  from  September  last  year.  Average 
daily  sales  for  the  January- Sept  ember  period  were  1.9  percent  greater  than  in  the 
same  period  a  year  ago. 

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  8  of  these  marketing 
areas,  whose  data  do  not  include  significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales,  were 
8.1  percent  larger  than  in  August  and  2,6  percent  larger  than  in  September  1950* 
All  of  these  8  markets  reported  increases  from  August  ranging  from  4  percent  in  Hew 
Orleans,  St,  Louis,  and  Omaha. Council  Bluffs  to  9-  percent  in  Hew.  York.  Compared 
with  September  1950,  Philadelphia  and  Hew  Orleans  reported  decreases  in  sales  of 
2  and  3  percent,  respectively;  Omaha- Council'  Bluff. s  reported  no  change;  while  the 
other  5  markets  showed  increases  in  sales.    The  increases  ranged  from  1  percent 
in  Boston,  Mass.  to  8  percent  in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.    Hew  York,  which  accounts  for

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about  three-fifths  of  the  combined  8  market  sales,  had  an  increase  of  4  percent. 
Excluding  Few  York,  the  remaining  7  markets  conMned  showed  four-tenths  of  1  per- 
cent increase  over  September  last  year.    For  the  January-Sept  ember  period,  average 
daily  sales  in  the  8  markets  were  seven-tenths  of  1  percent  larger  than  in  the 
comparable  period  of  1950. 

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  butt erf at  in  fluid  cream  during  September 
in  19  marketing  areas  (excluding  Boston)  were  8.1  percent  larger  than  in  August 
but  7,1  percent  smaller  than  in  September  1950.    Average  daily  sales  through 
September  this  year  were  4.3  percent  less  than  in  the  same  months  a  year  ago. 

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  butt  erf at  in  fluid  cream  in  7  of  these  market- 
ing areas,  whose  data  do  not  include  significant  quantities  of  out-of-area  sales, 
were  13<,9  percent  larger  than  in  August  but  6  percent  smaller  than  in  September 
1950.     Increases  from  the  preceding  month  ranged  from  3  percent  in  Hew  Orleans  to 
19  percent  in  St.  Louis.     In  comparison  with  September  1950,  all  7  markets  reported 
smaller  sales.     The  declines  ranged  from  4  percent  in  Few  York  to  15  percent  in 
St.  Louis,    Average  daily  sales  for  these  7  markets  in  the  first  9  months  of  1951 
were  2c 8  percent  smaller  than  the  January- Sept  ember  period  of  1950, 

Combined  average  daily  sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  the  19  marketing  areas 
(excluding  Few  York)  during  September  were  six-tenths  of  1  percent  smaller  than 
in  August  but  were  9  percent  larger  than  in  September  last  year.    The  January- 
September  average  daily  sales  were  about  8  percent  larger  than  for  the  same  months 
of  1950,    The  7  markets,  whose  data  do  not  include  significant  quantities  of  out- 
of-area  sales,  reported  a  decrease  of  2eS  percent  from  levels  of  the  preceding 
month  but  an  increase  of  2  percent  above  September  last  year. 

During  September,  combined  average  daily  receipts  of  milk  from  producers  in 
the  20  marketing  areas  declined  seasonally  7  percent  from  August  levels,  but  in- 
creased 107  percent  ever  a  year  earlier.     One  market,  Louisville,  Ky« ,  reported 
a  gain  of  1  percent  from  the  preceding  month;  the  remaining  19  markets  all  regis- 
tered declines  ranging  from  2  percent  in  Wichita  to  13  percent  in  Kansas  City. 
Changes  from  September  1950  showed  receipts  higher  in  half  the  sample  markets  with 
a  10  percent  increase  for  Minneapolis- St.  Paul  at  the  high  end  of  the  range. 
Cincinnati  and  Omaha- Council  Bluffs  recorded  the  largest  declines  from  a  year 
earlier,  13  percent  each. 

The  combined  number  of  regularly  approved  producers  in  the  20  markets  was  about 
the  same  as  in  August  but  3.2  percent  less  than  in  September  1950,    Compared  with 
a  year  earlier,  the  number  was  up  12  percent  in  Minneapolis-St.  Paul,  10  percent 
in  Hashville,  and  1  percent  in  Topeka.    Wichita  reported  no  change.     Of  the  16 
markets  reporting  fewer  producers  than  last  September,  only  3  had  decreases  of 
more  than  5  percent;  Cincinnati,  5  percent;  St.  Louis,  14  percent;  and  Omaha- 
Council  Bluffs,  30  percent. 

Combined  average  daily  receipts  of  milk  per  producer  in  the  .20  markets  were 
7  percent  smaller  than  in  August  but  5  percent  larger  than  the  level  of  last 
September.    All  markets  reported  smaller  daily  receipts  per  producer  than  in  the 
preceding  month,  ranging  from  1  percent  in  Louisville  to  14  percent  in  Minneapolis- 
St.  Paul.    Compared  with  September  1950,  decreases  were  reported  from  8  markets. 
Topeka  showed  the  largest  decline,  9  percent.     Of  the  markets  reporting  gains  over 
a  year  earlier,  only  Omaha- Council  Bluffs,  with  an  increase  of  21  percent  reported 
a  gain  of  over  10  percent.

In  the  West  South  Central  region,  the  How  Orleans  market  reported  an  advance 
of  20  cents  per  hundredweight  in  Class  I  prices  out  retail  prices  remained  un- 
changed*   An  emergency  increase  of  45  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  I 
differential  in  Oklahoma  City  market  to  apply  through  February  1952  resulted  in 
an  increase  from  October  levels,. 

In  the  Mountain  division,,  the  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  market  reported  a  34  cent 
increase  to  producers  for  Class  I  milk  and  a  1  cent  advance  in  the  retail  pricee 
The  Pacific  division  reported  prices  virtually  unchanged  from  October  levels* 

Farm  production  of  milk  during  October  totaled  9,025  million  pounds,  almost  1 
percent  loss  than  the  record  October  1950  output  of  9,081  million  pounds.    In  the 
January- October  period  this  year,  the  total  yield  of  milk  was  102o9  billion  pounds, 
0*7  percent  smaller  than  the  103., 6  billion  pounds  produced  in  the  same  period  last 
year.     On  a  per  capita  basis,  milk  production  averaged  1088  pounds  per  person  per 
day  during  October,  the  lowest  for  the  month  in  records  dating  back  through  1930.

They  were  as  follows;    '.'est  North  Central  States,  12  cents  per 
hundredweight;  East  South  Central,  7  cents;  South  Atlantic,  6  cents;  and  Pacific 
Coast  States,  3  cents.    Average  Clas°  I  prices  vere  virtually  unchanged  from  a 
month  earlier  in  the  remaining  5  divisions  of  the  country,    Compared  with  last 
December,  all  regions  averaged  higher  by  amounts  ranging  from  23  cents  per  hundred- 
weight in  New  England  to  81  cents  in  the  Vest  South  Central  region.    Changes  from 
a  year  earlier  find  the  3  Atlantic  Coast  regions  and  the  fountain  region  below  the

The  combined  average  daily  sales  of  fluid  whole  milk  in  20  marketing  areas 
(see  Table  9)  operating  under  Federal  milk  marketing  orders  during  October  were 
nine-tenths  of  1  percent  larger  than  in  September  and  3  percent  greater  than  in 
October  last  year, the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reported  today.  Average 
daily  sales  for  the  January-October  period  were  2  percent  greater  than  in  the 
same  period  last  year.  ''. 

Combined  average  daily  sales  of, -fluid  whole  milk  in  8  of  these  marketing 
areas,  (see  footnote  3  Table  9).  whose  data  do  not- include  significant  quantities 
of  out-of-area  sales,  were  1.1  percent  less  than  in  the  preceding  month,  but  1.1 
percent  larger  than  in  October  1950.

In  the  East  South  Central  region,  Louisville,  Ky„  reported  an  increase  of  one- 
half  cent  per  quart  in  retail  prices.    Class  I  prices  are  not  as  yet  determined 
for  this  market,    Heported  producer  price  changes  in  the  West  South  Central  region 
were  minor,    However^  Little  Rock,  Ark.  indicated  a  2  cent  jump  in  retail  prices 
and  New  Orleans  reported  a  1  cent  per  quart  increase. 

No  changes  were  reported  from  the  Mountain  States.    Small  increases  in  producer 
prices  in  several  Washington  State  markets  pushed  the  average  Class  I  price  up 
3  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States. 

Milk  production  on  United  States  farms  during  November  totaled  8S275  million 
pounds,  about  1.5  percent  less  than  a  year  ago.    Cold  stormy  weather  during  much 
of  November  in  important  dairy  areas  was  unfavorable  to  milk  production  and  early 
freezes  in  the  South  cut  short  late  grazing.    Milk  output  per  capita  during  Nov- 
ember averaged  1*78  pounds  per  day,  lowest  for  the  month  in  records  dating  back 
to  1930-*    January-November  milk  production  on  farms  totaled  111.2  billion  pounds  ' 
compared  with  112  a0  billion  pounds  in  the  same  period  last  year.  j 

The  Clinton,  la.  and  Quad  Cities,  Ia^-Ill.  Federal  milk  marketing  orders  were 
merged  effective  December  1.    This  change  was  made  necessary  because  of  the  close 
relationship  between  the  two  markets.    The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
approved  decision  provides  for  adootion  for  the  entire  area  of  the  three  classes 
of  milk  included  in  the  Clinton  order.
